Claims 1-4, 6 and 7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references cited teach the instantly claimed methods for using 1 ,3-propanedtol in such 
high concentration in an engine or fuel cell vehicle with the required additives in the 
required concentrations. 

Therefore it would not have been obvious to use the instant antifreeze/coolant 
composition which comprises: 1,3 propanediol 97-98% by volume, 95 to 97 percent; 
nitrite, 0.50 to 1.5%; nitrate, 0.30 to 1.5%; borate, 0.25 to 1.25%; 
mercaptobenzothiazole, 0.25 to 1.0%; tolyltriazole, 0.30 to 1.1%; benzyltriazole, 0.00 to 
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1.0%; silicate, 0.25 to 3.0%; antifoam, 0.05 to 0.3%; silicate stabilizer, 0.10 to 1.9%; and 
dye, 0.00 to 0.02%, in view of any of the cited prior art of reference.
